The Latter Tells Som> {harp Truths About

Wanne ron, Dec. 3.—Brigadier Gen- 
eral Crook, commanding the De part- 
ment of Arizona, in his annual report 
describes at considerable length the cir- 
eumstances which attended the outbreak 
of the Chiricahuas under Geronimo, 
Mangus and other chiefs last spring, 
and declares substantially that a want 
of harmony between the agents, the 
Interior Department and the military 
makes such outbreaks possible. He 
says that upon returning to the Depart- 
ment of Arizona iu 1882 he found the 
Apaches huddled about the agency, 
There was no land for them to cultivate. 
The Indians complained of this and the 
agent, Mr. Wilcox, acknowledged the 
justice of the complaint, but said he 
was acting in strict compliance with his 
orders in keepinpg them there. Hoe 
said, however, that if General 
Orook would take the whole responsi- 
bilieg of their management he (Wilcox) 
would make no objection to their re- 
moval to other localities within the res. 
ervation. The Chiricaheas were then 
put and it was agreed on all bands that 
it was best to bring in all that could not 
be killed. This whole matter,. writes 
General Orook, was fully understood 
before I started for the Sierra Madre. 
Imagine my surprise when I reached 
tbe border on. my return from the bier- 
ra Madre with a portion of the Chirica- 
eas es captives, to learn that the 
agent had telegraphed to Washington 
protesting against) their beiog brought 
on the reservation.

the Interior, tates the ground that the 
agreement was witb the understanding 
that military officers were to have the 
supervision of police regulations on the 
reservation under direction and with 
the approval of the Indian agent. With 
this action of the Interior Department 
officials at W it is not to be 
wondered that the dangers of a divided 
control and a want of co-operation 
should become manifest.
